‘KIDNAP’ ORDEAL 


Students torture man after dragging him off street, court hears 


A group of Kingston University stu¬ 
dents kidnapped a man and assault¬ 
ed him with a heated screw driver, 
belt and a spanner in a four-hour or¬ 
deal, a court has heard. 

Three students who lived in a 
maisonette in Robin Hood Way, 
Kingston, allegedly punched and 
dragged receptionist Vrajesh Yadav 
off the street at Nor biton station and 
took him back to their flat on Novem¬ 
ber 28. 

When they arrived, it was alleged, 
two other men joined in beating the 
20-year-old, the court heard.

The group allegedly robbed him of 
his silver watch, Fendi wallet, three 
Visa cards, cash and a BlackBerry 
phone. 

Claiming Mr Yadav had stolen 
from them the night before, when Mr 
Yadav had stayed over as a guest of 
Ebrahim Hassan Shaikh, the group 
took him to a cash machine near 
Kingston University, but Mr Yadav 
pressed the wrong Pin three times, 
the court heard. 


During his alleged ordeal he was 
made to clean up his own blood 
stains using detergent and allowed to 
frequently wash the blood off his 
face in the bathroom, where he also 
vomited. 

Prosecutor Martin Paltengai said: 
“A young man was forcibly held in a 
car by three men outside Norbiton 
station. He was taken back to a flat 
above a shop. 

“Over the next couple of hours he 
was held against his will and subject¬ 
ed to a series of terrifying assaults. 
He was covered in blood. It was quite 


apparent he had been assaulted.” 

Mr Yadav’s alleged torture only 
came to an end when he convinced 
the men to drive him to East Ham, 
where he lived, and he got away. 

Mr Paltengai said: “What you can¬ 
not do is take the law into your own 
hands. By the time the first three de¬ 
fendants got to Norbiton station that 
is what they decided to do. None of 
them called the police. 

“All three left together in the Vaux- 
hall. One of them was also armed 
with a wrench or a spanner.” 

Mohammed Afzal, 22, from Walsall, 


Ebrahim Hassan Shaikh, 19, of Wood 
Street, Kingston, and Rayad Mo¬ 
hammed Miah, 22, from Birmingham 
all deny robbery, kidnap, attempted 
robbery and attempting to inflict 
grievous bodily harm. 

Gasim Gasim, 22, of Burnham 
Street, Kingston, denies false impris¬ 
onment, attempting to inflict 
grievous bodily harm while Sooraj 
Noori, 20, of King Henry’s Road, 
Kingston, denies false imprison¬ 
ment, attempting to inflict grievous 
bodily harm and kidnapping. 

The trial continues.

Homework pays off as new 
secondary given go ahead 


Kingston will finally be get¬ 
ting a new secondary school - 
but when it will open and how 
much it will cost remains 
unclear. 

After a five-year campaign, 
parents and politicians cele¬ 
brated this week after the De¬ 
partment for Education (DfE) 
approved an application by 
the Kingston Educational 
Trust (KET) to create a free 
school for 11 to 18-year-olds at 
the North Kingston Centre in 
Richmond Road. 

The new school will be co¬ 
educational, non-selective and 
non-faith, and will have six 
forms of entry for 180 children 
a year. 

But details of how much 
money the school will get and

when it will open are still to be 
ironed out. 

Amid the celebrations, KET 
director Graham Willett gave 
a cautious welcome to the 
news. 

He said: “On the one hand 
we are genuinely excited, but 
there is still a lot of detail to be 
worked out. We are not being 
coy about the answers. We do 
not know the answers, and if 
we say too much there is a 
risk of making conversations 
going forward a bit trickier. 

“We have been moved to the 
approved projects list. We now 
go into the next stage to agree 
a funding package. 


“That process will start very 
soon but we are waiting to 
confirm that.” 

The KET is a partnership 
between Kingston University, 
Kingston College and Educa¬ 
tion Kingston - itself a collab¬ 
oration between Kingston 
Council and borough schools. 

Despite being a free school, 
designed to give parents and 
teachers control, Mr Willett 
confirmed the council, the 
university and the college 
would all have representation 
in the governance of the 
school. 

Kingston College principal 
Peter Mayhew-Smith said: 
“This is very much part of our 
commitment to support edu¬ 
cation in Kingston and help 


provide local solutions for our 
community. 

“It will make sure that there 
are enough school places for 
young people growing up in 
Kingston.” 

Politicians from both the 
ruling Liberal Democrats and 
the opposition Conservatives 
expressed delight at the DfE’s 
decision. 

MPs Zac Goldsmith and Ed¬ 
ward Davey, Kingston Council 
leader Derek Osbourne and 
opposition member for schools 
Andrea Craig, who said she 
got into politics because of the 
school place crisis, were 
among those who tweeted 
their pleasure, although there 
was a row over which party 
should take the credit. 


Primary is 
approved 

It is not just families in 
north Kingston who are 
getting a new school. 

A bid by the Chapel Street 
Community Schools Trust 
to build a new two-form 
entry primary school in 
Motspur Park was also ap¬ 
proved by Education Secre¬ 
tary Michael Gove on 
Wednesday last week. 

Raynes Park Community 
School will serve families 
in Motspur Park, Raynes 
Park and West Wimbledon, 
and be “founded by the 
community for the commu¬ 
nity”, according to the 
prospectus. 

The Chapel Street Com¬ 
munity Schools Trust al¬ 
ready runs a secondary 
school in Wigan, with an¬ 
other due to open in Oxford 
in September. 

A site for the new school 
is yet to be located. 

Elsewhere, a bid by Gems 
Education for a primary 
school serving Tolworth 
and New Malden was 
turned down. 

Councillor David Ryder- 
Mills said: “I welcome 
Chapel Street to the family 
of local schools. 

“We have worked closely 
with them and were im¬ 
pressed by their communi¬ 
ty-centred approach. 

“I am sorry that the pro¬ 
posal for a primary school 
in New Malden and Tol¬ 
worth was turned down, 
but we will provide further 
support if the proposers 
wish to submit an im¬ 
proved bid.”

A man has lodged a complaint 
after Kingston Hospital shaved 
his father’s 70-year-old mous¬ 
tache off. 

Ian Perkin said nurses 
forcibly shaved off 86-year-old 
Ken’s moustache and then told 
him he was “lucky” to be re¬ 
ceiving care at all, after Mr 
Perkin junior raised concerns. 

After 12 weeks in hospital, 
former Sergeant Major Ken 
Perkin was finally discharged 
from Tolworth Hospital on 
May 20 - but his son is still fu¬ 
rious with his treatment in 
Kingston. 

And he said if the shaving 
had occurred outside of the 
hospital, the perpetrator could 
have faced jail. 

Ian Perkin, who works for 
Surrey Police and Crime Com¬ 
missioner Kevin Hurley as 
chief finance officer, said: “In 
policing terms, removing 
somebody’s moustache 
against their will is assault. If 
I did that to somebody at a bus 
stop, I’d probably get six 
months.” 

Ken Perkin was admitted to 
hospital in February following 
a fall at his home - a granny 
annex built on to the side of 
his son’s house in Morden 
Green Avenue, Worcester 
Park.

George’s Hospital in Tooting, 
before being transferred to 
Kingston two weeks later. 

Although he was meant to be 
moved to Tolworth Hospital al¬ 
most immediately, he spent 
five weeks in Kingston due to 
several hospital acquired in¬ 
fections, Mr Perkin said. 

It was there, on April 3, that 
Ian visited his father to find 
his moustache - which he had 
worn since he was a sergeant 
major in the Army almost 70 
years ago - had been removed. 

But after raising concerns 
with the ward matron, 
Mr Perkin claims his father 
was threatened by a nurse un¬ 
happy with the complaint. 

Ian Perkin said: “He told me 
a nurse said ‘You are lucky we 
are still caring for you after 
your son complained about 
us’.” 

A spokeswoman for 
Kingston Hospital NHS Trust 
said: “We want all of our pa¬ 
tients to have a good experi¬ 
ence and were sorry to learn 
the Perkin family were not 
happy with our care. 

“We are looking into their 
complaint and will be provid¬ 
ing a full response to Mr 
Perkin’s son.”

Losing the equivalent of 44 
full-time police officers over 
three years has not resulted in 
a worse service, Conservative 
London Assembly member 
Tony Arbour has said. 

He also said the perception 
there were fewer police on the 
street was not correct. 

He said: “It is true police offi¬ 
cer numbers have declined, 
but, equally, so has crime. 

“The decline in police offi¬ 
cers is also related to what the

Kingston also lost the equiva¬ 
lent of nearly 30 police commu¬ 
nity support officers between 
April 2011 and March this year. 

Labour’s London-wide as¬ 
sembly member Murad 


Qureshi said the number of of¬ 
ficers lost was “concerning”. 

He said: “The vast majority 
of these officers have been lost 
from the borough’s police 
teams. Hollowing out the front 
line like this cannot continue. 

“Instead of cutting the police 
budget by 20 per cent and buy¬ 
ing water cannon, the Govern¬ 
ment and the Mayor should be 
resourcing the police.” 

Metropolitan Police figures 
also revealed between June 


2011 and December last year, 
the percentage of people in 
Kingston who said they were 
worried or very worried about 
crime had fallen from 32 to 27. 

On Monday, May 20, Chess- 
ington residents learned about 
the new local policing model. 

Chief Inspector Bill Heas- 
man told the Chessington Dis¬ 
trict Residents’ Association 
each of the borough’s 16 wards 
will have a dedicated constable 
and community support 


officer, who will not be taken to 
other areas. 

He admitted the police had 
played their cards “close to 
their chest” regarding the 
plans, because the details had 
not been finalised. 

He was grilled by residents 
on neighbourhood problems 
such as antisocial behaviour. 

Several people said commu¬ 
nication between Kingston 
Council and the police had led 
to unaddressed concerns.

As part of Mr Jivani’s aware¬ 
ness campaign Cry has been 
able to reach out and get more 
people screened for the illness. 

Father-of-two Joel Curry 
from Lancashire was pushed 
into the screening by his wife, 
who heard of the campaign. 

Mr Curry said: “After fur¬ 
ther examination I’m not at 
risk and I can carry on life as 
normal. I was lucky, but there 


will be people who might bene¬ 
fit from screening.” 

Mr Jivani previously de¬ 
scribed his daughter as a very 
outgoing, headstrong and 
happy girl who was always 
laughing and loved singing and 
dancing. 

She had wanted to become a 
primary school teacher and 
was looking forward to start¬ 
ing a life with her long-term 
boyfriend, who she had been 
seeing since she was 13.

A developer has poured cold 
water on ideas of a lido, tai chi 
class or carol singing on the 
Surbiton filter bed site from 
activists and residents. 

The Friends of Seething 
Wells (FOSW) held a public 
meeting to capitalise on 
Hydro Properties’ failed bid to 
build floating homes on the 
site, rejected by the council in 
January. 

Hydro director Philip Wal¬ 
lis, who was not at the meet¬ 
ing, said he remained 
confident about the outcome 
of Hydro’s appeal. 

Mr Wallis said: “It is inter¬ 
esting these people telling us 
what we should be doing are 
also standing in the way of 
progress.” 

The FOSW proposed an al¬ 
ternative plan, to transform 
the site into an accessible 
area, harking back to its origi¬ 
nal use as filter beds. 

Residents at the public 
meeting, held on May 17, 
suggested holding a wild lido, 
tai chi classes or old English 
carolling at the site in the 
future. 

Among the audience at St 


Andrew’s and St Mark’s 
School in Maple Road last Fri¬ 
day were Kingston and Sur¬ 
biton MP Edward Davey, and 
deputy Kingston Council lead¬ 
er, Councillor Liz Green. 

Several residents ques¬ 
tioned why Hydro Properties 
was not maintaining the rail¬ 
ings on the listed site, as its 


current owner. 

But Surbiton resident An¬ 
drew Loftus criticised the idea 
of bringing more houses into 
the area. 

He said: “This area has not 
got the facilities to take any 
more people. The infrastruc¬ 
ture is cracking. We do 
not need more unnecessary 


development, we need more 
open space.” 

Meanwhile, Kate Sabey, 33, 
from Porton Court, said: “I 
am really impressed at the 
support. 

“I like the idea of outdoor 
classes. It would be great 
for the community and the 
children.”

Five Kingston charities have 
received their first donations 
from a new borough-wide 
fundraising appeal.

I am the son of one of the 
stallholders and what 
Kingston First does not re¬ 
alise is all the time my mum 
is out of work I do not get 
pocket money. 

My mum says I started with 
her at the stall when I 
was about nine to 12 months 
old. 

A lot of the customers come 


just to see me, especially the 
ones with animals. 

The so-called managers, 
Kingston First, that have all 
these ideas, told market 
traders they gave us an offer 
of a stall on the food market, 
so mum and dad sorted out 
food wholesales and gave me 
the chance to change the 
name of the business. 

On the last day my mum 
took some of the food to the 
market to show them and 
told them that she wanted to 
change. 


They said we had to see the 
chamber of commerce with 
a business plan, which 
Kingston First has. 

When my mum handed the 
keys in on the last day - 30 
minutes before she had her 
locks changed - she was told 
she will have to see the cham¬ 
ber of commerce. 

This week, after she sees 
the chamber of commence, 
she will be put on the waiting 
list for her own stall back. 

I am only 11, but I can un¬ 
derstand that an offer and a 


place on a waiting list are not 
the same thing. 

As my mum said, she wait¬ 
ed for four years to get one in 
the first place. 

She said the lady in the of¬ 
fice said we will not start at 
the bottom, we will go in the 
middle as we were good and 
experienced traders - that 
will mean two years -1 do not 
think I can hold on that long 
for my pocket money.

Creep towards taller 
buildings is insidious

posed development next to 
John Lewis, Kingston. 

The perspective was very 
interesting, being from a 
high angle (from the roof of 
what was the Slug and Let¬ 
tuce), one did not notice im¬ 
mediately just how tall this 
proposed development is. 

On examining the draw¬ 
ings we have found the cen¬ 
tral building, which abuts 
the existing student accom¬ 
modation in Vicarage Road 
is at least twice as high as 
Bentalls, its car park, or 
John Lewis’s parapet - 
about 37.5m or 123ft.

With an average of 74 UK 
homes being burgled each 
hour, homebuyers are being 
advised to make sure they 
step up security.

• Avoid being an 
easy target: The warmer 
summer months can mean 
the temptation to leave 
windows open is high. Even 
if you are leaving a property 
for a short time, always 
make sure all windows are 
shut and locked to deter 
opportunist thieves. If you 
have any concerns about the 
location, ask the agent if the 
property has any history of 
burglaries. Under the new 
consumer protection regul¬ 
ations, agents are now 
obliged to disclose 
information that could 
affect your trans-actional 
decision. 

• Be alarmed: If your 
new home doesn’t have a 
burglar alarm, consider 
installing one, as it is likely 


to reduce the risk of your 
home being burgled. If the 
home already has an alarm, 
familiarise yourself with 
how it works and make sure 
you are able to set a new 
passcode. If the system 
relies on sensors around the 
home, check the batteries on 
a regular basis. 

• Beware letter box 
theft: It’s an old trick, but 
thieves still use letter box 
theft to obtain car or house 
keys. Poles are often used to 
hook keys from hallway 
entrances, so keep valuables 
well away from the front 
door. If you are planning to 
fit a new front door, one 
with a letter box placed 
towards the bottom can also 
help deter this sort of theft. 

• Light up your life: 
Dark spots can offer useful 
cover for anyone seeking to 
gain unauthorised entry to a 
property.

lighting fixtures at access 
points above front doors and 
garage doors, gate entrances 
and in back gardens can 
serve as a useful deterrent.

• Don’t get caught out 
online: Opportunist thieves 
are increasingly turning to 
Facebook and Twitter to 
target unsuspecting victims, 
so ensure status updates 
don’t give away valuable 
information about your 
property. It’s only natural to 
want to show off your new 
home, but details like your 
address, and of any holidays 
you may be taking or photos 
that make the location of 
your home identifiable 
should be kept private.

• Remember that home 
measures are often larger 
that what you’d get in a pub. 

• Many crashes involve 
pedestrians who have been 


drinking and drivers who 
haven’t. 

• When walking home after 
a drink or two, take care and 
pay attention to your 
surroundings. When you’re 
driving, be aware that 
pedestrians may be the worse 
for wear and unpredictable - 
especially late at night - and 
be prepared for them to step 
out without looking for you. 

• If you drive to a party and 
drink when you didn’t expect 
to, don’t risk it. Get a taxi or 
arrange for a friend or family 
member to pick you up. 

• A drinking session the 
night before might put you 
over the legal limit the 
following day. Keep this in 
mind and organise 


alternative travel plans for 
the next morning. 


• If you are involved in a 
road accident you will be 


breathalysed. Don’t risk it, or

Weir’s future passion

Kingston’s Paralympic hero 
David Weir will not be turning 
his back on wheelchair racing 
even after he retires from the 
sport he has dominated for al¬ 
most eight years. 

The 33-year-old, who cap¬ 
tured the hearts of the nation 
as the Weirwolf while win¬ 
ning four Paralympic gold 
medals last year, will not go 
quietly into the night. 

Instead, Weir wants to be¬ 
come a role model to the 
next generation of wheelchair 
racers, in the same way he 
was inspired by the previous 
generation. 

To that end, Weir, who 
lives in Sutton but trains 
in Kingston, set up the 
Weir Archer Academy in 
Kingsmeadow. 

He has also become an am¬ 
bassador for Barclays My 
Space for Sport - an initiative 
promoting sports sites across 
the country for use by 
v youngsters. 

Weir, who recently visited 

Kingsmeadow in Kingston, 

and the Longmead Centre 
and Blenheim High School in 
Epsom in his ambassadorial 
role, said: “Going down to 
these places and seeing the 
kids practice sports, playing 
netball, basketball and foot¬ 
ball is great. 

“They are in a safe environ¬ 
ment. It keeps them out of 
trouble and from going in the 
wrong direction in their lives. 

“But it is also about sport. 
There are coaches on hand at 
these sites to help the kids

develop their skills.” 

He added: “I trained at 
Kingsmeadow from the first 
day it opened. It has been in 
me for all my life. I don’t live 
in Kingston, but it is in my 
heart because I am always 
training there. 

“Now I have opened my own 
academy there. I want to see 
wheelchair racing grow and 
see young adults and children 
getting involved because it is 
a fantastic sport. 

“That is what being an am¬ 
bassador is about, my goal is 
to inspire people into sport 
and that’s something I see my¬ 
self doing long after I retire.” 

It is not difficult to see the 
six-time World Champion 


being anything other than a 
role model to others as he in¬ 
spires both young and old 
without even trying. 

“I am at that stage where 
people look up to me, and they 
want to follow in my footsteps, 
not just in wheelchair racing 
but in able-bodied sports,” he 
said. 

“I get joggers who tweet me 
telling me they have just run 
past my golden postbox and it 
has driven them to run a little 
further and things like that 
put a smile on my face.” 

He added: “I had role models 
when I was growing up. In the 
very early days, watching the 
London marathon was the 
only time where you saw any 


wheelchair athletes on TV. 
Chris Hallam was superb. 

“As I got into the sport, and 
getting good, there was one 
guy called Heinz Frei - he was 
in the final sprint in this 
year’s marathon, and at 53 
years old he is an amazing 
athlete. He still holds the 
marathon world record. 

“He’s a great ambassador for 
wheelchair racing and I would 
have loved to race him in his 
prime. It is a little odd racing 
against him as he always says 
I am better than him, but I 
don’t see it that way.” 

David is the latest Barclays My Space 
for Sport ambassador, helping promote 
the 200 Barclays Spaces for Sports sites 
across the country.
